Records  are  not  maintained  on  what  aircrafts 
might  have  been  in  and  around  LaGrange,  Georgia,  at  the  time  the  UFO’ s were 
reportedly  observed.  Military  aircraft  are  frequently  in  the  area  and  on 
occasions  utilize  the  airport.  A rotating  preen  and  white  beacon  lirrht  is 
located  the  airport  'which  is  on  during  the  night*  The  light  will  reach
